There was a missing link in Modern 

'Spiritualism? 

I lead you to the Library of Congress, and to 
the shelf identified by the letter “U”. Here we 

find, ''The Missing Link of Modern 

‘gpiritualism,” written in 1885 by A. Leah Fox 

‘Underhill, the eldest daughter of the Fox 

family. 

BE: inissing link of Modern Spiritualism is in 

fact, Anne Leah Fox Underhill. We have heard 

the story of the Hydesville happenings many 
times and thus became familiar with the 
history of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Fox and the two 
young girls, Margaretta and Katherine. The 
name of Anne Leah is mentioned only oc- 
-easionally in our literature. 
perhaps we have failed to give credit to one of 
the greatest promoters of Modern Spiritualism 
when we do not tell her complete story. For 

"indeed she devoted her life to the promotion of 

our Science, Philosophy and Religion. 
Anne Leah lived in Rochester at the time of 
the happenings in Hydesville and she im- 
mediately came to the rescue of her family in 
their trials and tribulations. To try to resolve 
he happenings, she took Katie to Rochester to 
| stay with her. This marked the beginning 
‘crusade for Modern Spiritualism. Shortly after 
their arrival in Rochester, Spirit friends told 
them “You must proclaim these truths to the 
world. This is the dawning of a new era; and 
you must not try to conceal it any longer. When 
you do your duty, God will protect you; and 
good Spirits will watch over you." With this 
promise, A. Leah started the promotion of the 
fruths of Modern Spiritualism. In 1849, she 
rented the Corthian Hall in Rochester for the 
November 14th demonstration of mediumship. 
The hall overflowed with seekers, believers and 
| skeptics, 

Leah was intrumental in arranging for lec- 
tures and sittings throughout the United States 
forthe Fox sisters. She gave up her career of a 

music teacher, faced the reality of the task that 
Spirit had set forth for her. She was ordered to 
move twice, and in 1850 her life was threatened 
Cause she would not cease the manifes- 
tations. Believing in Spirit and in protection, 
she continued her campaign for Spiritualism. 
Had it not been for Leah Underhill, perhaps 
the.: revelations of the Hydesville rappings 
'Would have gone down in the history of the town 
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as an odd event, 

Her motto was ''Live up to your highest light; 
listen to the small voice within; obey the dic- 
tates of your conscience, do unto others as you 
would be done by, follow this golden rule, go 
worship where and what your conscience says, 
not let pride lead you and you shall not fear to 
meet your God.“ 

A.L. Underhil was truly the link that 
strengthened the chain for the promotion of our 
truth -- Modern Spiritualism. 


The first five National Spiritualist 
Teacher Certificates were issued 
in 1925? 


The Bureau of Education of the National 
Spiritualist Association was first suggested by 
Rev. Thomas Grimshaw and established by By- 
Law in 1922 at the Chicago Convention. Two 
courses of learning were prepared, The 
General Course" consisting of twenty-six 
lessons dealing with the History, Philosophy 
and Religion of Modern Spiritualism and later 
the Advanced Course" consisting of thirty 
lessons including Science, Philosophy, 
Mediumship and Comparative Religions. At 
present, the courses have been revised and are 
presented by correspondence through the 
Morris Pratt Institute of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. 

The enthusiastic response to the Bureau was 
evident as early as 1925, with large numbers 
enrolling for training in platform work, and in 
the promotion of the Science, Religion and 
Philosophy of Spiritualism. 

At the 1925 National Convention held in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, the first five applicants 
were accepted for the National Spiritualist 
Teachers degree. They were Mrs. Amella 
Adams of Haverhill, Massachusetts; Rev. 
Margaret Geisler, Columbus, Ohio; Rev. 
‘Velma Hood of South Bend, Indiana and Mr. 
and Mrs. F.M. Jadwin of Chicago, Illinois. 

During the 1927 Convention of the NSA in San 
Antonio, Texas, certified holders of NST 
degrees assisted by Rev. Thomas Grimshaw 
organized The National Spiritualist Teachers 
Club. It’s assigned purpose was to keep in 
touch with the Bureau of Education and to 
stimulate and maintain enthusiasm in 
education for our workers, as well as provide 
funds to assist worthy students obtain an 
education in Spiritualism. 

Today the club is an active auxiliary of the 
National Spiritualist Association of Churches. 
Its officers are President, Rev. Larry Clark and 
Secretary-Treasurer, Rev. Robert J. Hasking.

ELIZABETH ROSSYLN COURTNEY 
Destined for greatness, Elizabeth Rossyln 
Courtney, born in Germany, first displayed her 
mediumship at the age of four. Her healing gifts 
were extraordinary even then. Startling healing 
results often occured at the touch of her hand. 


So pronounced were her proven evidences of 
healing that she was honored with an invitation 
by the Roman Catholic Church and asked to 
work exclusively for them in Rome. Yet she was 
a child--a child graced in God's great love. 

Her journey to America came early inlife. She 
was to grow up in the custody of her uncle, who 
resided in Washington State. He viewed children 
as servants, who should be seen, but not heard. 
Unfortunately for Elizabeth it followed that he 
held no appreciation of her phychic gifts. 

Though treated as a stranger in her own 
household, Elizabeth’s gentle manner and 
magnetic charm quickly earned her the friend- 
ship of many members of a local Indian tribe. In 
time they proved to be her greatest friends and 
interceded with the uncle on her behalf. 

Great talents like Elizabeth's are seldom 
closeted long. It was natural that she would be 
observed while in the quiet by her Indian friends. 
Such was the occasion that earned her freedom 
from servitude to her uncle. It was during her 
free time from household chores. As usual, she 
went off alone, or so she thought, and soon sought 
the comfort of psychic expression. On this 
particular occasion she became entranced by the 
tribe's former, deceased chief. Her ever wat- 
chful guardians had no difficulty recognizing 
their past leader. From that time forth her 
protection and care were assured. Often

Central Church is still holding services, perhapg 
due to her spirit presence but certainly due to her 
students and workers, all of whom were received 
and treated like the children she never had, 

When she conducted classes at Lilydaie, ar. 
tendance always shattered any previous 
records. Her trance lectures .always. produced 
excellent attendance, even though her doctor’ 
speech carried a thick accent. Demand for thege 
lectures were quite frequent. 

The late William Eliot Hammond told me 
about one of her phenomenal demonstrations at 
Lilydale. In this particular one she extended 
her hand to have oil deposited in her palm. Thig 
spirit manifested oil was then, Hammond 
related, used to treat a patient. The incident, he 
observed, was well documented by those 
present. | 

What was unusual for most mediums was the 
in thing for Elizabeth. Spirit doctors working 
through her often gave medical diagnosis, 
preceeded by their qualifications and brief 
history of their practice of medicine while on the 
earth plane.

(Part I of a Four part series) 

Mankind has forever sought God. Such belief 
in superior power is indigenous to the soul and 
yet God remains the unseen, incomprehensible 
father of all spirits - pure, holy, everlasting and 
infinite! 

Each person holds his own description of the 
nature of God, however inadequate. Science 
falls short when applied to the infinitude of God. 

Philosophy gives a closer look because we deal 
with principles, not material facts. 

All aspects of God are positive while all else is 
negative. God and Nature are one. But the very 
expression is less than descriptive since God is 
superior to nature, as spirit is superior to 
physical man. We acknowledge that the two are 
inseparably linked together in an actual duality-- 
| pach being the harmonious counterpart of the 
other. 

All religions probably agreeably reiterate that 
"God is Love"; Yet love is a principle and not a 
person, therefore this fact should be considered 
by theologians when they speculate as to God's 
nature. 

Our physical mind begins its organization on a 
finite plane and our divine mind (spirit) becomes 
its systemized development on an infinite 
plane. Once we view the two in this light the 
possibilities of progression unlimited become 
understandable. 

Nature is primarily functioning, aggregated 
| Substance, but principles of association, 
Progression and development are breathed into 
that substance through the laws of God, which 
fre beyond any substance.

Progression is immeasurable. Such celestial 
‘Immutable principles extend to all forms of 
nature and all conform unalterably to cause and

purpose. From the lowest to the highest, there is 
the constant evolution of principles, motives and 
forces. There is even correspondence between 
the mechanics of the human body and tendencies 
of planetary bodies. This correspondence acts 
chemically, electrically, magnetically and 
spiritually upon man the the universe. 

Mathematical harmony exists in all motions 
within our own sphere. It persists in our bodies, 
in plant life and in astronomy. As mathematics 
is a function of the mind it follows that all things 
in the universe are affected by mind or supreme 
intelligence. It ends to prove that God forever Is, 
and remains unaffected by past or future. 

The mineral kingdom is an expression of 
motion, (creation of the universe, planetary 
motion etc.). The vegetable kingdom is an ex- 
pression of life. The animal an expression of 
sensation, while man is an expression of in- 
telligence. Our sun is an expression of the 
Spiritual sun within it and the spiritual sun an 
expression of divine mind, love or essence. 
Spiritual Love may be considered as real a 
substance or essence and is the center (or cause) 
of all material things. 

God must be a fixed principle, a heart of 
perfection and Infinite Intelligence - the great 
vortex of celestial intelligence, nucleus of om- 
nipotence, center of love and flower of wisdom. 
"God is the irresistable magnet which draws 
upward the human Soul." Davis refers to it also 
as "The Sensorium of the Divine Mind", and 
source of vitality. 

(It is a heartening thought to know that there is 
a motivating principle within the soul of every 
individual to compel eventual response to 
progression. This sustantiates the Spiritualist 
principle that reformation is forever the right of 
every individual.) 

The reputed great spiritual sun of the universe 
is considered to be a seat of this great infinite 
power. According to Davis, the great central sun 
having cause by the spiritual sun within it, casts 
off emanations which forms vast, almost in- 
terminable, sea of fiery essence. From this, 
condensations form material suns and each sun 
in turn throws off substance that becomes 
condensed into planets magnetically attracted to 
orbit about its parent sun. 

This has been accomplished in periods so that 
families of suns form a separate ring, (perhaps 
the equivalent of a galaxy). Each succeeding 
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ring of suns have a different degree of light, heat 
and density. Our own particular solar system 
being of the fifth ring having less light and heat 
but more density than others, while the sixth 
remains without planetary formations but has 
higher concentrations of electricity. (I suspect 
that this fascinating theory exceeds present 
scientific knowledge). 

It is interesting to note that Davis described 
the nine planets of our solar system. Neptune the 
eighth was only discovered in 1846 and Pluto the 
ninth was not discovered until long after his 
death. 

The three outermost planets are said by Davis 
to lack sufficient solidarity for any form of life 
whatever. The sixth remaining planets in- 
cluding earth he claims sustain several forms of 
life including man. Saturn, Jupiter and Mars 
have peaceful superior human beings. On 
Saturn association of spirit with spiritualized 
physical man prevails. Mental communication 
seems to be least developed on earth. In ad- 
dition, on Saturn and Jupiter there is another 
race (perhaps remindful of the missing link) who 
are strong, more intelligent than animals but 
less developed than man. (Apparently they are 
no detriment to the more evolved humans). 
There is neither crime nor disease on Saturn, 
Jupiter and Mars. On each of the planets the 
people have an interesting difference of ap- 
pearance, but there is an adequate resemblance 
to people of Earth. Davis says, "The only 
standard of beauty on any earth in the universe 
is that which obtains the general approbation of 
society." The people of Mars require very little 
government, because they are more highly 
developed than people of Earth. Beyond Earth 
and toward the sun are less developed planets. 
Venus with two different races of humans. One 
much like earth people and another of giant 
savages. The atmosphere of Mercury nearest 
the sun is luminous but the composition of the 
planet does not absorb heat. Here the people 
have a different mental make up than people of 
Earth. The planet is small, yet the people who 
are hairy and dark indulge in warfare." 

Davis told us long ago that every form of 
existance upon our planet has a purpose and is 
interrelated and interdependant. (Only recently 
have people become aware of the value of 
exology and conservation). 

In the begining there was immeasurable seas 
of unformed materials with inherit power and 
essences of eternal progress motivated by the 
great positive mind and imbued with a divine 
architectural plan for the universe, infinite in 
scope but with such wisdom of purpose as to 
reach down to the finite in minute. 

Essences were imbued with life and the 
mineral, vegetable and animal kingdoms 
followed a plan of eternal evolvement with the 
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ultimate form being man himself, who in 
was imbued with a soul obeying a tendency 4, 
unfold forever. Such a plan contains the at. 
tributes of Infinite Intelligence. 7 

With creative achievement of man, all thine. 
were to lend their purpose to his use, so that 
limitation would be placed upon him, eXcept 
his own making by way of conflict with hig AS 
vironment. 

All of this creation is instinctive emanation, 
and inviolate inherents and not the wiil of per 
sonality. For that reason the laws of nature am 
the finite expression of immutable principles 4 
which this unfoldment of the universe take 
place.

Davis relates that the human race had its 
earliest existance in Asia.

The 
principle groups formed the major races and 
subordinate tribes became nations. Egypt wasa 
center of one of the earliest races. As their 
groups lived apart they developed differences of 
language and other characteristics.

The Covenant Law

What country but America fulfills the 
prophecy to live by the covenant law. It is one of 
the few nations which offers liberty and refuge to 
the underprivileged. 

Visiting Plymouth, Mass. some time ago, I was 
extremely interested to read on the portal of an 
old church, the following inscription: 

"On this site, the Pilgrims worshipped ac- 
cording to the covenant law of their fathers.” 
They were the first to practice separation of 
church and state, the first to practice religious 
freedom, and the first to recognize human rights. 

To Moses must be given the credit for the 
concept of the ONE GOD. He revealed God's 
name to be “I AM, THAT I AM” and received the 
which was subsequently 
broken through disobedience, thereby post- 
poning God's promises to Israel. 

L.B. Gresty states in his book, that the only 


people which were under the covenant law were 


the Israel people, who were released from their 
prescribed punishment before God's promises 
could be fulfilled. The new covenant was given 
to Abraham. 

The Jews were not to return to Jerusalem until 
after the seven prophetic years, the end of their 
Occupation of that city which was restored to 
them through General Allenby in 1917. 

Israel was specifically chosen for world ser- 
vice and blessings, according to Gen. 28:14 which 
reads: 

“Thou shalt spread abroad to the West and to 
the East, and in thee and thy seed, shall all the 
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families of the earth be blessed." 

The Name of Israel was given to Moses at 
Peniel. Only when Jacob was able to perceive 
his divine origin, did God bestow upon him the 
new name of Israel. In that name, was to be 
established the true lineage of the divine bir- 
thright, transferred later to Jacob and his heirs. 

There were twelve tribes, ten from the House 
of Joseph, and two from the House of Judah. The 
ten tribes were scattered throughout the world, 
losing their identity, to be recovered later at 
God's appointed time. Who are these people, and 
where are they to be found? Note well, they are 
the English speaking people, descendants of 
Ephraim and Manasseh (England and 
America). Clear evidence of their passage to 
Britain was discovered through their peculiarity 
in marking their trail by heaping stones in 
pyramidal mounds. Identifying marks were 
found in Crimean tombs with the symbol of the 
"Lion of Judah." After a time, ten tribes 
eventually migrated to America. 

The link between the two countries was called 
the Western passage of the Isles-afar-off. Isaiah 
located the primised land in the Isles of the West 
to be the final gathering place of the twelve 
tribes. Washington himself referred to America 
as the second promised land. The Saxons were 
commonly called Sons of Isaac. 

The Jews fulfilled prophecy by rejecting Jesus 
as the Messiah, expecting him to appear as a 
great king ruling over an earthly kingdom. 
Consequently, they were persecuted and scat- 
tered, until they became the mightly nations 
they were to be. 

“He shall assemble together the dispersed of 
Judah from the four corners of the earth, and in 
those days, the House of Israel shall walk with 
the House of Judah." 


Ali Jews are Israelites, but all Israelites are 
NOT Jews. According to prophecy, it is clearly 
stated that a Gentile may become an Israelite, 
once he accepts Christ within himself. He is 
then, considered of Abraham’s seed, as 
promised in the following verses: 

“If ye are Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s 
heirs as promised," and: “Christ hath 
redeemed us from the curse of the law, that the 
blessing of Abraham should come to the Gentiles 
through Christ." (Gal. 3:13) Only through Christ 
within, are we able to contact and communicate 
with the Father without. Itis written: ''He that 
hath the Son (Christ) hath life (Father) he that 
hath not the Son, hath not Life,“ (Jhn.5:12).

Slogana are slang for ideas, over- 
simplifications that seem to reduce complex 
ideas to quick, handy, workable terms. Its 
strange that some slogans always seem to be 
around and others go by the wayside, such as: 
"America - love it or leave it," and “your 
country, right or wrong." These slogans are still 
just as meaningfull but at this time there doesn't 
seem to be any great need for this degree of 
impact. 
some of these slogans we give lip service to. 

If you're not part of the solution, you're part of 
the problem. This piece of wisdom has been 
accepted by many of us, pushing some of us 
toward an indiscriminate, frantic activism. But 
does it make sense? You could just as easily say 
one purpose of government is to give the problem 
to a responsible few, so that the many of us are 
free to do the things we want in our private lives. 
That's maybe a clever cop-out but then again it 
may be something to think about. 

Jumping from cause to cause, spreading 
ourselves in thin layers of guilt on every issue 
from the energy crises to waste and pollution has 
prevented some of us from making one or two 
solid commitments toward making our world, 
our country, and our community a better place to 
live. Many of us do this in our Spiritualist work, 
as well. We see this type of medium and that 
type of medium, healers, lecturers, and we think 
we have to do it all. But most of us won't be able 
to do it, nor should we even try. A priority may 
be to think very hard about what we truly care 
enough about to invest our time and energy in. 
To me this is one of the prime reasons for going 
to class. It is to help us know the differnence and 
to help us choose our rightful place. Just as the 
above slogans, a truism would be for us to work 
toward more and more people in the govern- 
ment, qualified and committed enough not to 
need careful supervision. 

Another wonderful slogan is Technology got 
us into this mess”. This one is hard to sort out. 
We know that mass technology breeds mass 
problems, but we find the high technology 
clothes, furniture and other luxuries are 
beautiful and desirable. Many of us seem to 
want good technology to stay small and wettable, 
confining Solar energy, say, to heat our homes. 
Some of us have tried to do away with the evils of 
technology by moving our lives closer to the 
earth, others by joining sociably acceptable 
causes. Finding alternatives doesn't seem to be 
as chic as stopping things. 
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Our civilization is not very likely to return 
the earth en masse, and trying to stop things. 
while sometimes very important, may be less 
useful to us and to the generations that come 
after us, than a concentrated drive toward 
helping technology help us. As an example, part 
of the reason that whales are killed, undoubtably 
undesirable as it is, is that they produce oil used 
for lubricating automatic transmissions in carg, 
Yet at the same time, there is a desert plant 
whose seeds can be turned into a substitute for 
that oil. There has been a great deal of publicity 
noise and muscle to stop the wanton destruction 
of whales. But where are the loud, tough com- 
mittees hassling our government to ''farm" 
those plants for their oil? Maybe we don't look 
for alternatives that involve technology because 
we're afraid we might end up part of it and that’s 
scary. We do this as Spiritualists too. It's easier 
to complain about what you do or do not like and 
tell yourself that you meditate one or two times, 
a day and have a fairly good contact with your 
teachers that you're doing your part. For some. 
that is enough, for others we should be and could. 
be doing more. But this too is kind of scary 
(getting involved, being asked to do more and 
more of yourself), standing up there on the 
platform, giving messages, lecturing, standing 
as healer, or being chair person for the church 
service. Most of us have not spoken in from of an 
audience before in our lives, so it is a little 
frightening at first. So it's much easier to tell 
ourselves, Oh, I’m not ready for that yet.“ Give 
yourself a chance to try and find where you 
belong. Concentrate on that. 

Then there is the topic of love, which has 
several slogans all to itself. ‘‘Love means never 
having to say you're sorry," or “You go your 
way and I'll go mine, and if someday we chance. 
to meet it will be beautiful...”; Those slogans 
convey love almost as a benificent aura 
emanating indescriminately from each of us, 
unrelated to specific others. There is no room in 
that idea for love as something taxing that can 
require a sometimes unwilling investment of 
oneself. There is no room in that idea of love for 
growth. Do we really need every scrap of af- 
fection we can get along the way? What happens 
to commitment if we believe wholeheartedly in 
these slogans? If we are going around distressed. 
because nobody means very much to us, perhaps 
that is because we have swallowed too much of 
the no-deposit-no-return variety of love these 
slogans represent. Love that gives much to both 
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partners isn't all that easy, but love that's all 
that easy may not give that much. 

“Everyone should do his or her own thing.“ 
you may not say it that way anymore but the 
slogan has made its mark. The “I have to find 
myself. I have to be fulfilled" and the age-old 
— policy of weighing the consequences flies out the 
window. Of course, it's wonderful that the new 
climate has, for instance, given people the 
freedom and confidence to leave intolerable 
_ marriages; but has it also encouraged too many 
to leave on a whim? Doing your own thing should 
imply a responsibility to others as well as to 
yourself. And that responsibility to yourself is 
not one that should be flung aside in a mad, 
disorganized search for easy answers to hard 
problems. 

If we can take our everyday wisdoms apart, 
looking at them closely--at what they say about 
ourselves and our lives we have a chance of 
fighting through to a kind of unconventional 
— wisdom that fits where we are and what we want 

as individuals. Accept yourself, learn to love 

yourself openly first. Rid yourself of the bad 
things that can be changed, then accept yourself 
just as you are, and as you want others to be and 
as you do to others. 
You cannot be given a life by someone else. Of 
all the people you will know in a lifetime you are 
-the only one you will never leave or lose. To the 
question of your life you are the only answer. To 
the problems of your life you are the only 
solution.

occur, I will not say in the living body only, but 
throughout nature, and which correspond so 
entirely to supreme and spiritual things, that one 
would swear that the physical world was purely 
symbolical of the spiritual world." And Carlyle: 
“All visible things are emblems. What thou 
seest is not there on its own account; strictly 
speaking is not there at all. Matter exists only 
spiritually, and to represent some idea and body 
it forth." 

The analogies of law are a totally different 
value. To say generally, with Pascal, that 
"LANATURE EST UNE IMAGE DE LA 
GRACE,” is merely to be poetical. The function 
of Herbey's Meditations in a Flower Garden or 
Flavel’s Husbandry Spiritualized is mainly 
homiletical. That such works have an interest is 
not to be denied. The place of parable in 
teaching, and especially after the sanction of the 
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greatest of teachers, must always be recognized. 
The very necessities of language indeed demand 
this method of presenting truth. The temporal is 
the husk and frame work of the eternal, and the 
thoughts can be uttered only through things. 

But analogies between phenomena bear the 
same relation to analogies of law that 
phenomena themselves bear to law. The light of 
law on truth, as we have seen, is an immense 
advance upon the light of phenomena. The 
discovery of law is simply the discovery of 
science.. And if the analogies of Natural Law can 
be extended to the Spiritual World, that whole 
region at once falls within the domain of science 
and secures a basis as well as an illumination in 
the constitution and course of nature. All, 
therefore, that has been claimed for parable can 
be predicated a FORTIORI of this--with the 
addition that a proof on the basis of law would 
want no criterion possessed by the most ad- 
vanced science. 

That the validity of analogy generally has 
been seriously questioned one must frankly own. 
Doubtless there is much difficulty and even 
liability to gross error in attempting to establish 
analogy in specific cases. The value of the 
likeness appears differently to different minds, 
and in discussing an individual instance question 
of relevancy will invariably crop up. Of course, 
in the language of John Stuart Mill, ‘‘when the 
analogy can be proved, the argument founded 
upon it cannot be resisted.” But so great is the 
difficulty of proof that many are compelled to 
attach the most inferior weight to analogy as a 
method of reasoning. 

‘Analogical evidence is generally more 
successful in silencing objections than in evin- 
cing truth. Though it rarely refutes it frequently 
repels refutation like those weapons which 
though they cannot kill the enemy, will ward his 
blows.... It must be allowed that analogical 
evidence is at least but a feeble support and is 
hardly ever honored with the name of proof." 
Other authorities on the other hand, such as Sir 
William Hamilton, admit analogy to a primary 
place in logic and regard it as the very basis of 
induction. 

But, fortunately, we are spared all 
discussion on this worn subject, for two cogent 
reasons. For one thing, we do not demand of 
nature directly to prove religion. That was never 
its function. Its function is to interpret. And this, 
after all, is possibly the most fruitful proof. The 
best proof of a thing is that we see it; if we do not 
see it, perhaps proof will not convince us of it. It 
is the want of the discerning faculty, the clair- 
voyant power of seeing the eternal in the tem- 
poral, rather than the failure of the reason, that 
begets the skeptic. But secondly, and more

Davis says the spiritual state is one of 


illumination and subjugation of the body to the 
- soul. It is rare indeed because circumstances of 


our environment seldom allow its unfoldment. 
Man is nature's most highly developed 


creature on earth. He, therefore, rules all 


the un- 
It is the 
essential duty of man to develope the mind so 
that he can better contemplate the moral and 
unfold the inner self. Higher moral principles 
gre more readily attained when there is a 
foundation of intelligence. 

Man is not wholly free. He is a creature of 
necessity. His liberty to choose and decide 
follows his creation and necessity to conform to 


conditions beneath and possesses 


natural law. Much has been preordained for him 


and born within him. He is tied in the the great 
universal consciousness. 

In a sense man is a captive of his environment 
until he attains wisdom to rise above it. 
Individual capacity may differ at any one time 
regardless of potential. This justifies com- 
passion for those who may find it more difficult 
to overcome certain obstacles because of a 
difference in heredity, environment and 
education. 

Davis regards man as ‘“‘the highest 
organization in the stupendous system of 
nature, that he lives, moves and has his being in 
God’s Universal Spirit. He stands on the summit 
of creation”. (This approximates what Jesus 
tried to teach, that man is the son of God.) 

Davis leads us to understand that man’s 
potential is unlimited, that he is limited by his 
present knowledge and the full development of 
his capacity. In this sense he is not really free 
but functions within the circle of his un- 
derstanding. he is also a part of nature and is 
designed to move harmoniously in the whole 
system. His capacity to choose between good 
and evil remains but his limited experience may 
not always permit him to choose either with 
wisdom. 

Davis regards absolute truth as immutable, 
the same yesterday, today and forever. A simple 
example is given as when Sir Issac Newton 
proclaimed his discovery of gravitation. The 
existance of gravity did not rest on his opinion. It 
was a great universal truth. It did not begin with 
his discovery. It had always existed. 

He speaks of another aspect to truth called, 
"relative truth’’. In this sense truth may be your 
deepest and highest conviction (your view of 
personal truth) and mine could be otherwise, 
ough each could contribute to the benefit of the 
other. 

Important to note, he tells us that, “Intuition is 
the deepest source of truth, an inert power by 
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which it Is felt”. Truth is always simple while 
error is always complicated. Truth is God made. 
We should therefore apply the term truth only to 
occasions that are unchangeable or have a 
universal application. Truth is the universal 
relationship to things as they are. Error is the 
interpretation of things as they are not. Truth is 
one of the highest principles and we can 
recognize it if we listen like a child to the 
subdued whisperings of the soul which God has 
given us". With truth, nature, reason and in- 
tuition harmonize. 

Davis tells us, if you will yourself strongly to 
see and feel truth, you are certain to attain your 
goals. 

(Sensitivity to truth is acquired in degrees as 
are other psychic qualities. For this reason, we 
must overcome the inclination to declare as 
truth that which we want to be the truth. Our 
own predjudices sometimes stand in the way of 
our attaining absolute truth. Truth may more 
often reveal itself when we are in a quiescent 
state, rather when in an active one.)

What book has been on the Best Seller list the 
longest? Actually, the book that has gained the 
greatest prominence and has been discussed 
more often and probably misinterpreted the 
most, is the Bible. This book has been univer- 
sally accepted; and at the same time, univer- 
sally rejected--the least understood of all books. 
May we ask the question, why? Perhaps it is 
best we seek to understand the Bible, its place in. 
the days gone by and its place today. 

As youngsters, we were impressed with the 
words of God. As youngsters, we were taught we 
must accept by faith this infallible word of God. 
As youngsters, fear was instilled in our minds 
and our hearts; for we were taught of the 
judgment of God on those whom did not accept 
this infallible teaching. 

As time passed on, we grew into adulthood, 
and we naturally carried with us those opinions 
that were impressed on our young minds. 
Opinions, nothing more than that. For each 
Bible teacher teaches the Bible at his own level 
of understanding and impresses the mind of the 
student with his own interpretation. His opinion 
may or may not be correct. 

God, Infinite Intelligence, never intended for 
any man to accept anything at face value. If he 
had, we certainly would not have had instilled in 
us a mind-an inquisitive, investigative mind.

What is it 
to you? That is only your concern and your need. 

None can decide for another. 

Certainly, it raises controversy. It is accepted. 
and rejected. It is carried forward in light of. 
those seeking authority-interpreting it in their 
way. It is condemned and rejected by those who 
do not understand the natural law it.represents. 
In one language and custom it has one meaning 
and to another a different connotation. The 
misinterpretations have caused contention; 
strife so great that it has led to battlefields, not 
only in days gone by but even today blood is 
being shed in Ireland, and why?

particularly, a significant circumstance has to 
be taken into account, which, though it will 
appear more clearly afterward, may be stated 
here at once. The position we have been led to 
take up is not that the Spiritual Laws are 
analogous to the Natural Laws, but that they are 
the same Laws. It is not a question of analogy 
but of identity. The natural laws are not the 
shadows or images of the spiritual in the same 
sense as autumn is emblematical of decay, or the 
falling leaf of death. The natural laws, as the 
Law of Continuity might well warn us, do not 
stop with the visible and then give to a new set of 
laws bearing a strong similitude to them. The 
laws of the invisible are the same laws, 
projections of the natural, not supernatural. 
Analogous phenomena are not the fruit of 
parallel laws, but of the same laws--laws which 
at one end, as it were, may be dealing with 
matter, at the other end with Spirit. As there will 
be some inconvenience, however, in dispensing 
with the world analogy, we shall continue oc- 
casionally to imply it. Those who apprehend the 
real relation will mentally substitute the larger 
term!
